THE  PASSPORT  NUISANCE 


Tunc  und  again  attention  has  been 
called  to  the  indignity  to  which  resi- 
dents of  this  country  are  subjected 
in  having  to  obtain  passports  in  mak- 
ing a  trip  to  the  Uritish  Isles.  Not 
only  It  a  passport  neceaaary,  which 
contains  a  lot  of  personal  and  un- 
necessary details,  but  a  sum  of  $5 
is  ehnfged  for  the  privilege  tof  hav- 
ing it  Ottawa  maintains  that  it  is 
insisted  upon  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment. If  that  la  the  caec  then  the 
British  Government  does  not  show 
its  ctutomary  interest  in  that  upon 
which  it  h)slt<k  Returned  trnvclcrs 
from  the  Old  Land  tell  us  that  the 
passports  they  carried  are  merely 
glanced  at  casuafly.  In  the  vast 
majority  of  cases  Canadians  might 
just  as  well  have  left  their  passports 
at  home,  because  it  is  the  Canadian 
Government  officials  who  do  all  the 
worrying  ah<»ut  them.  It  is  more 
difficult  to  get  back  to  thia  country 
with  n  pnMfort  than  it  ia  t9  get  to 
Hrifain  with  one.  The  passport 
system  :s  a  wartime  relic  which  has 
wholly  outlived  its  usefulness.  It  is 
one  of  those  irritating  methods  of 
securing  revenue  which  has  been  pcr- 
petnntcd  for  that  purpose,  because, 
as  yet,  a  sufficiently  loud  pghlic 
clamor  has  not  been  raised 


Under  the  opergtion  of  the  Vol- 
stead Act  in  the  United  States  there 
have  been  fines  totalling  118,000,000. 
The  numhrrs  of  motor  cars  and 
launches  captured  have  reached  11.- 
. -.'1  and  the  aggregate  sentences  im- 
posed or  violators  of  the  law  number 
7,000  years.  This  record  of  punish- 
ment haa  not  led  to  any  keener  ob-

Never  before 
SMI  ill  14  the  recollection  of  the  oldest 
resident  had  a  policeman  appeared 
upon  The  Street,  and  it  was  merely  a 
natural  thing  that  the  extraordinary

A  policeman  in  the  dowolown  dis- 
tricts is  a  very  imp"  ti>jure -i.n- 
less  ha  happens  to  be  wrcsthng  with  a 
disorderly  person,  chasing  a  fleeing 
law-breaker,  drivinK  the  municipal  am- 
bulance, or  something  of  the  kind. 
Normally  the.  policeman  is  a  very 
dignified-looking  and  very  impressive 
figure.  Seen  on  the  outskirts  or  in 
places  where  he  is  practically  nirioiown, 
where  he  really  does  not  exist  except 
as  an  abstract  conception  of  justice,  the 
policeman  is  more  than  impreasiv*— 
he  is  awe-inspiring  and  a  terror  to 
evildoers,  particularly  to  evildoers  of 
the  rising  generation.  There  are  none 
such  upon  Our  Street,  but  sometimes 
raiders  from  other  streets  descend  tipon 
the  select  thoronghfaro  and  conMit 

mild  depredations.

W«  suspect  «hat4a  why  a  pylifrman 

unexpectedly  appeaced  at  one  end  of 
Our  Street  and  stalked  majestically  to 
the  Other  end  of  it.  This  visiting 
policeman  personified  in  a  remarkable 
degree  the  majesty  and  solemnity  of 
the  law.  He  was  a  stately  figure.  He 
W  IS  in  no  hurry  about  the  business  to 
which  he  had  been  assigned.  The  law 
is  stately  and  cannot  be  stampeded 
either.  The  policeman  paused  occa- 
sionally and  made  notes  about  certain 
matters  that  appeared  to  come  under 
his  observation.  The  law  is  very 
punctilious  also  in  making  notes  when 
a  case  comes  before  it.  This  pohce- 
man,  although  he  may  not  have  known 
it,  was  a  terror  to  evildoers.  The  law 
is  a  terror  to  evildoers,  and  it  appears 
to  be  thoroughly  conscious  of  the  terror 
it  inspires  in  all  hut  the  most  hopeless 
cases.

The  moment 
the  news  of  the  presence  of  the  police- 
man on  Our  Street  became  bruited 
abroad  one  little  girl  of  tender  years 
was  observed  scurrying  from  one  house 
into  another.

That  owner,  also  a  small  girl  of 
very  tender  years,  was  seen  in  earnest 

consultation  with  tin-  verv  larpc  and 
exceedingly  impressive  policeman.  We 
do  not  believe  the  myrmidon  of  the 
law  imiler^tood  our  word  of  the  com- 
plaint oi  the  lilllc  complainant.  Wc 
have  frequently  talked  with  the  aamc 

person,  and  have  never  been  able  to 
understand  a  word  o(  her  conversation.

If  all  the  streets  in  \  ii  toria  were  like 
Our  Street,  there  would  be  no  necessity 
whatever  for  the  mainteitanct  of  a 
police  fotre  Rut  all  the  streets  are 
not  like  Our  Street.  They  never  will 
b«  like  Onr  Street   Consequently  we 

must  (oiilinue  to  maintain  a  police 
force  to  keep  the  people  on  the  other 
Streets,  or  some  of  the  other  streets, ^in 

order.  If  all  the  nations  of  the  uoihl 
were  like  Great  Britain.  Canada  and  the 
Unhad  States,  probably  there  would  be

The  sad  thlna  about  this  case 
Is  the  fact  that  tha  amperace  cannot 
be  tested  without  almoet  rulntngr  the 
battery  forever.  Purchasers  have 
need  Id  hewiiro  of  this  point.  It  Is 
iilwuys  better  policy  to  buy  batteries 
of  i\  leKltlniHle  make  at  h  fair  i>i  l<  c 
th.iii  t.

LiSt  Ua 
oonalder  the  other  two  facta. 

The  account  of  tbc  three  ronleal 
l>oakK  ban  been  i  .lIl^^ll're.l  by  almost 
f\«rybody,  I  gather,  .ih  the  one  fact 
of  prime  Importajx-e.  The  pearch 
haa  been  moatly  a  nearch  for  the«o 
peaks.  I  do  not  agree  with  thiH  at 
all.  I  know  at  leaat  eight  places  in 
tho  Colorado  daaart  from  which  ona 
can  aaa  what  look  Ilka  thraa  conical 
paaka  all  In  a  row.  M«)ra  llkaly  thera 
are  eighty  aueh  placaa.  Conical 
peaks  ara  among  the  commonest  of 
daaart  furniture,  and  all  you  have  to 
do  to  get  three  of  them  In  a  row  la 
to  move  around  until  they  cotne  near 
enough  to  the  same  line  of  alght. 

The  third  taot  la  the  black neas  of 
Pak  Leg'a  lumpa  of  gold.  So  far  as 
I  kB«w  no  eae  has  evar  cmuldered 
this  of  the  least  Importance.  It 
aeems  to  have  been  assumed  that 
black  gold  waa  quite  natural  and 
reasonable,  that  no  clue  lay  in  this 
fact  at  all. 

Yet  to  the  scientist  thia  la  the 
most  Important  clue  of  all;  It  comes 
near  being,  Indeed,  the  only  clue  that 
has  any  Importance  whatsoever. 

rtlack  gold  la  not  at  hII  a  common 
thing.  (Iiild  lying  loose  on  the  mir- 
face  of  a  (Ii'Mcri  docM  not  turn  bl.ick 
It  will  8tay  ulmoMt  aH  lirlght  aH  when 
it  was  new.  Gold  In  the  rock  Ih  not 
black.  The  nuggetn  in  the  atreamH 
are  golden,  never  any  other  color. 
If  the  lumpe  that  Peg  Leg  gave  the 
doctor  bad  t>een  Juat  yellow  gold  like 
thoae  everybody  waa  finding  in  thoae 
days  la  the  minea  of  California  thS 
atory  would  have  little  Interest.  It  la 
the  black  gold  that  makes  it  Into  a 
mystery,  but.  aa  I  balieya,  B  aajratary 
that  we  can  read. 

For  there  are  places  and  circum- 
■taBBas  la  which  gold  doea  turn 
WBck.  It  win  hiaeken,  (or>asample. 
In  tlM  MMOM  of  a  house  whara  coal 
la  Mraed.  It  wUl  blaekan  It  b«rlad 
for  years  la  moist  soil.  The  hlack- 
enlhg  Is  due  to  sulphur;  to  the 
(tul[>bijr  K.i.Hc«  that  are  given  off  by 
the  burning  co.il  or  to  Hurnewhat 
niiiillar  Kam'«  Ib.il  are  iiroduced 
Ivben  vegetable  matter  decays  in  wet 

sroinii. 

Neither  coal  fires  nor  moist  eoil 
are  to  be  found  in  the    ddae^  but 

there  Is  <or  waa)  one  place  In  thia 
deaert  of  T'eg  I>eg'a  where  sulphur 
Knne.t  were  plentiful.  A  few  milea 
routhwest  of  what  In  now  the  little 
IniKatlon  town  and  railroad  Junc- 
tion of  Nlland.  California,  there  uaed 
to  be  a  Kroup  of  hot  springs.  The 
water  of  them  and  the  grauad  around 
the  vents  was  avil  smalMiig'  with 
sulphur! 

"Can  this  have  been  where  Peg 
I.eK'M  gold  wa.H  found?  Can  it  have 
been  nut  .1  mine,  but  a  cache,  a  lot 
of  gold  left  there  by  someon%  years 
ago  and  slowly  blackened  by  the 
fumcH  from  the  poiaonous  water  of 
the  springs? 

Was  II  a  C'achr? 
To  me  (hln  seems  not  only  pon- 
alblr.  but  probable.  Thn  region  of 
these  aulphur  aprlnga  waa  neur  the 
ancient  Spanlah  trail  between  Cali- 
fornia and  llexleo.  What  snare  like- 
ly than  that  a  party  pf  priests  or 
soldiers,  overtaken  by  some  disaster 
of  the  wildemeaa.  might  have  hbblen 
their  treanur^  there  and  perlahed  b«' 
fore  t)ie\  <  riijld  return  for  It?  In  the 
e(Uir-<e  ,,f  year.t  I  be  lunipn  of  gold 
would    be   i».  Jittered    rthoijt    by  antmala 

and  blackened  by  the  fumee  of  aul- 
phur In  the>/ioll  and  In  the  air.  Thus, 
and  thus  only,  so  far  as  1  can  see. 
there  might  have  come  about  the  clr- 
cumstancea  which  the  dying  w%nd«^- 
er  off  there  In  Los  Angvles  Insisted 
that  he  had  found. 

If  I  h.iil  thought  of  thin  theory 
noon  enowKh  the  neighborhood  of 
those  sulphur  springs  would  have 
suffered,  you  may  be  sure,  a  careful 
search.  But  I  did  not  thiak  of  It 
soon  enough.  .One  dsy  tha  Calorado 
River  broke  Its  dykee  In  the  Imperial 
Valley  to  the  aouth  and  made  a  lake 

In  the  lowest  part  of  Ibe  di-sert.  ■  1  •■ 
lake  ih.'il  wan  nameil  the  ."Walton  ■'■'e  , 
T)ie  ?<iirliiK''  were  letmried  When, 
after  fifteen  yeara,  the  hike  fell  again 
no  that  the  alte  of  the  aprlnga  wan 
visible  everything  waa  covered  with  a 
foot  or  two  ot  miMl.  The  Colorado 
la  a  ssaddy  rtvsr.  Its  waurs  bury 
■ecrets  wall.  t 

And  that.  If  I  am  right  about  It.  In 
what  t>ecHme  of  the  I'eg  Leg  Mine 
Itefore  the  waterx  came  no  ■ 
thought  of  looking  for  mines  out 
there  on  (be  flat  desert  near  those 
wprlngit.  The  water  was  poiaonous. 
The  ground  sroBBd  thSM  waa  hot  aad 
evil  ametllag  muck.  All  oaarshers 
hunted  for  tha  mlsatag  mlaa  la  the 
safer  and  more  plaasaat  laSd  aleag 
(he  edges  of  the  hlHs. 

If  the  gold  la  there  the  river  mud 
haa  hidden  It  forever.  The  ghoeU  of 
the  long  dead  Spaaterda  who  left  It 
there  and  loat  H  may  raat  la  peace. 
P*g  Lag  Smith  foaad  their  secret  aad 
paid  for  It  with  hIa  life,
